1. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that Takeda et al. (US 6,385,021) "fails to provide any solution for an electrical over stress 
event (EOS)" is not persuasive. The Examiner will like to point out to the applicant that the electrical over stress event (EOS) disclose in 
the claims is not substantially different form an electrostatic discharge event (ESD). The only difference between the two conditions is in 
the duration of the over-voltage event. However, as demonstrated in the Takeda et al. reference the protection for a electrostatic discharge 
event can respond to electrical over stress condition for the entire duration of a over-voltage event (col. 1, II. 56-65 and col. 4, II. 45-49). 

3. The newly added claim limitations regarding the time of occurrence of the EOS event and the newly added claims are the new 
issues. 
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
